This regulation describes the philosophy of foster care services of the Department of Social
Services (Department) and local departments of social services. Specifically, children have the
right to a safe, stable and permanent home, preferably with their families whenever possible.
Further, children and families have the right to receive services designed to facilitate the safe
return of the child to their family. When children cannot be returned to their family, children
have the right to alternative permanent placements including placement with relatives, adoption,
or permanent foster care. Older children have the right to receive services to prepare them for
independence. Children, biological and foster families, other caretakers and local departments of
socia services are to be considered partners in the planning for permanency for the child.

The regulation effectively sets standards for service provisionsto
children that: focus on the best interests of children; ensure children have the right to a safe and
stable home; support familiesin improving their capacity to nurture, carry out, and resume their
responsibilities to their children; and ensure eligible youth receive independent living services.
The regulation is necessary to protect the health, safety and welfare of children because it
outlines service provisions related to children’ srights to a safe, stable and permanent home. The
regulation is clearly written and easily understandable by the individuals and entities affected.
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Alternatives
